Sir: 

This is in response to the Office Action dated September 28, 2001 in the above- 
identified application in which the Examiner issued a restriction requirement. The Examiner 
grouped the claims into three groups as follows: 

Group I: Claims 1-8, 10, 11, 14, 17-41 and 48-50 drawn to breed 
determination using a nucleic acid; 
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Group II: Claims 1-7, 9, 12-14, 21-24, 29-31, 39-41 and 49-50, 
drawn to breed determination using a protein; and 

Group III: Claims 42-47 drawn to kits. 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants elect to prosecute the claims 
of Group I, claims 1-8, 10, 11, 14,17-41 and 48-50, in this application without prejudice to the 
prosecution of the subject matter of non-elected claims in other patent applications. 

The Examiner has also required an election of species from claims 6 and 29 and a 
single polymorphism in claim 35. In response, the Applicants elect the species of coat color 
gene for claims 6 and 29 and a single polymorphism between nucleotide positions 60 and 70 in 
the pig aMSHR gene. Upon determination that the elected species is allowable subject matter, 
Applicants are entitled to consideration of further species in this application.
